But th at m ust not prevent th e careful 
study of the causes that contributed 
to our unpreparedness. 
W e m ust cor­ 
rect our mistakes. 
W e m ust repair 
the breaches. 
W e m ust insure our 
country against

W e m ust safeguard the state 
and nation against 
selfishness

false security. 
F urther 
unp rep ared ­ 
ness would be folly, it would be crim ­ 
inal stupidity. 
W e all see it now. 
T here should 
have been a great training school of 
patriotism.

conscience th at draft and conscription

The ambitions beginner in the trap­ 
shooting sport has many artificial dif- 
♦'■fnities to contend against, besides 
the natural difficulty of building up 
gun muscles and organizing co-opera­ 
tion between eye. nerve and trigger 
finger. 
In my opinion, tile road from the 
first shot to a 96 per cent average is 
blocked with two formidable obsta 
d es. namely: 
The thoughtless advice 
of enthusiastic friends and the exag 
gerated importance of gun tit. loads 
and other mechanical considerations. 
Success in trapshooting as in every 
other game of skill, is its per cent per­ 
sonal application. 
If we expect to ex­ 
cel, we must pa> the price of unusual 
effort. No one can teach us to shoot; 
we must learn by experience, observa­ 
tion and hard work. 
When a new 
shooter comes to a 
club and states that he knows noth 
ing about shooting, ani tile good fel­ 
lows, regardless of ability, knowledge 
or experience, are anxious to give- him 
what they intend to be helpful iii 
struct ions. 
The friend who does not 
know where the* shot from his own 
gun is going, even with the weapon 
at his shoulder and lined up before 
his eyes, thinks he can, with his back 
turned, tell the beginner where tile 
latter is shooting 
I will venture to say that no man 
ran stand behind a shooter and tell 
within Is inches ot where the* gun is 
pointing at a standing object 35 yards 
away, let alone giving exact informa­ 
tion about holding on a flying streak 
that is only in range for a second. To 
judge even approximately where the 
shot goes, one must pull the trigger 
himself. 
First Class Instructor Needed 
This idea is well illustrated by the 
remarks of a bright young lady when 
she appeared at the traps for the first 
time, never having fired a shot previ­ 
ously.

An 
ordinary built man can take a gun 
with length of stock according to his 
arm reach, medium full. one ami one- 
quarter inches to one and one eighth 
inches at the comb, and two and one- 
quarter to two and three-eighths at 
tin heel, medium pitch, and become a 
good shot ii he sticks to a gun of 
those measurements.
